THE LAS’ HOUSE? 
Back about 1950, or perhaps a little earlier, 
a housing development was started in North wil- 
mington by a gentleman from Stoneham, named A. 


P. Rounds. He purchased an extensive tract of 
land, part of the former Hathaway land, which 
at one time covered several hundred acres of 
territory in North Wilmington. 

Mr. Rounds' new development didn't exactly 
sit well with some of the older residents of 
Wilmington at first - they were, perhaps sus- 
picious of anything new - but he was a harbin- 
ger of things to come. 

Since the first home was built there has been 
a lot of activity insthat neighborhood. Mr 
Rounds built good homes, at a price that peo- 
le could afford - but it wasn't easy - he had 
his troubles with the various boards and offic- 
ials of Wilmington, and he was the type of man 


who just wouldn't give in on a question to make 
things easier fa himself. The result was some 
grand fights, down in the Town Hall. We can 
recall one, presumably between A. P., as he is 
known, and the Board of Health, concerning a 
ditch. There were 22 of the residents of the 
development at that hearing, and at least half 
the time neither Mr. Rounds nor the Board of 
Health had a word to say--it was the neighbors 
who were doing the talking, and trying to make 
the arrangements. 

The universal opinion of Rounds, now that the 
development is completed, is that he is a man 
to be respected - hard as steel perhaps, but 
a good man withal.

Mrs Melanson was a member of 
one of the ‘French’ families 
which settled in Wilmingtm 
during the late 1800s, and was 
one of the original parishion- 
ers of St. Thomas Church.
